Campaign reaches goal a year early 


UTM’s first independent 

capital gifts campaign, the 
Campaign for Quality, has 
surpassed its goal of $2 million 
dollars a full year ahead of 
schedule, according to an 
announcement at the UT 
system’s Development Council 
meeting last Friday. 

The announcement high¬ 
lighted the opening session of 
the Council’s spring meeting 
which was held on the Martin 
campus. The Development 
Council is UT’s primary 
private-fund raising advisory 
board and is composed of 
prominent corporate and civic 
leaders from throughout the 
United States. 

Nashville’s Reese Smith, 
chairman of the UTM 
Development Committee, and 
Dyersburg’s Don Pennington, 
chairman of UTM’s Campaign 
for Quality, announced the 
campaign results and 
presented UTM Chancellor 
Charles E. Smith and UT 
President Edward J. Boling 
with a giant 4-feet by 2-feet 
check for $2,021,000. 


’’Two million dollars in 

private gifts is an incredible 
accomplishment for a small 
public university in rural 
Northwest Tennessee," said 
Pennington. “It is even more 
remarkable that the goal was 
achieved in just two years-a 
full year ahead of schedule.” 

Reese Smith praised 
Pennington and University 
officials for the quick success 
of the campaign and stressed 
the value of the private dollars 
to the future growth and 
development of UTM as West 
Tennessee’s state university. 

‘The $2 million in private 
gifts have already been put to 
work in UTM’s continuing 
efforts to serve the educational 
needs of the people of 
Tennesse," Reese Smith said. 

He added that the success of 
the campaign was a dramatic 
symbol of the confidence that 
alumni and other supporters 
have in UTM. 

UTM Chancellor Charles 
Smith said the private dollars 
will be used to fund merit and 


need-based scholarships, 
distinguished professorships, 
lecture series and many other 
components of the institution's 
academic programs. 

"Private giving is the 
margin of excellence for a state 
university,” he said. “It 
supplements the basic support 
provided by the Tennessee 
General Assembly and enables 
a university to step up in 
quality from average to 
superior." 

The chancellor praised the 
work of Pennington. Reese 
Smith and the other volunteer 
Developmnet Committee 
members who participated in 
the campaign. He also credited 
UTM Vice Chancellor for 
Development Nick Dunagan 
as the primary force in the 
design and execution of the 
campaign plan. 

“Nick Dunagan conceived a 
brilliant plan and led its 
execution to perfection,” the 
chancellor said. “His 
leadership has paid rich 
dividends for this University.”

SGA proposes revisions

SGA Congress tentatively 
approved the revisions for the 
SGA Constitution and Bylaws 
in their regular meeting last 
Thursday. 

The constitution requires 
the SGA president to appoint a 
committee to review the 
constitution every five years 
and suggest any changes they 
see necessary. 

These revisions are required 
to be submitted to The Pacer 
three weeks prior to their final 
approval so students will have 
an opportunity to express their 
opinion about the proposed 
revisions. 

Some of the changes would 
simply corrected grammatical 
and spelling errors or clear up 
I ambiguous language without 
I changing any policies or 
I procedures. These will not be 


included here because of space 
limitations. 

The italicized comments are 
explanations of the changes 
and are not part of the 
proposed revisions or the 
present SGA Constitution. 
SGA Constitution 
Article III: 

Organization 

Section 1.4: Three faculty or 
staff members shall be 
selected by the Student 
Government Association 
executive council at the time of 
said council’s election and 
confirmed by congress and the 
appropriate university 
officials to serve as advisors for 
a term of one year. 

The present constitution 
provides for only two adtnsors. 
Article IV 
Executive Branch 

Section 1.3: Student 
government executive officers 


shall have a minimum grade 
point average of 2.0 at the time 
of their nomination, and shall 
maintain a 2.0 cumulative 
grade point average during 
their tenure of office. He or she 
will have attended UTM for 
three quarters, with at least 
two of those being full time, at 
the end of the quarter in which 
he or she takes office. 

This proposal would 
eliminate the 45 ipwrter hour 
requirement which prevents 
freshmen from running for 
office. 

Section 1.8: No student 
government officer shall 
maintain any position in any 
other organization, campus or 
otherwise, which interferes 
with the duties or work of said 
office. Significant interferen¬ 
ces shall be considered gross 
neglect of duty. An officer

A check, 4-feet 
by 2-feet, for the amount of $2,021,000 was presented to 
Chancellor Smith and the President of the UT system. Dr. 
Edward J. Boling. 

The check was given to the Chancellor and President Boling 
by Reese Smith, the chairman of the UTM Development 
Committee, and Don Pennington, who chaired the fund drive 
which produced this enormous amount of money. The fund 
drive was Campaign for Quality and it was initiated at UTM, 
as the University’s first independent capital gifts campaign, 
with the basis that it would raise a minimum of $2 million 
dollars in three years. They reached their goal in two years. 
Pretty impressive, guys. 

To the delight of many students, parents and alumni this 
money will be used for academics. When the campaign began, 
the Chancellor and Nick Dunagan, vice chancellor for 
development, explained the A-B-C’s of the Campaign for 
Quality. These A-B-C’s were a list of the academic areas that 
this money, if and when raised, would go towards: 
Agriculture. Business, Communications, Education, 
Engineering, Faculty, Library, Scholarships and Science. 

There are many specifics in each of these areas, which we 
won’t go into now, but the general idea is to improve each of 
these areas by giving them more money to play with. For 
example, the University hopes to one day teach classes in the 
Ag Pavillion says Brad Hurley, executive assistant to the 
chancellor.

Problem won’t disappear til we pray 


It was central to pagan greek 
thought that the answer to all of 
man’s problems was education. 
Later, this idea became the 
cornerstone upon which the 
Enlightenment rested. Man, by 
nature, was good. Educate him 
well and he’d live that way. But 
the Bible makes it clear that the 
many dilemmas of man are the 
result, not of his intellectual 
ignorance, but his moral rebellion 


Individuals and nations that 
break God’s economic laws suffer 
the sa"»e fate as those who violate 
His physical and moral ones; they 
hurt. After man’s ejection from 
Eden he was forced to “toil...all the 
days of his life.” His labor was 
cursed and “thorns and thistles’ 
would be the fruit of his work. In 
other words, his whole life would 
be spent in simple survival. There 
would be very little time for 
activities that would bring forth 
his “ultimate potential.” Terrible 
diseases, famine and political 
oppression would be his lot. The 
Bible sys that, literally, the “land 
would spew them out.” 


The external poverty that 
nations experience today is a 
consequence of their internal 
poverty. What we see in the world 
(good and evil) istheresultof what 


men believe. "Third World" 
poverty is the effect (ultimately)of 
“Third World” faith. 

Poverty is linked, first, to 
culture. Cultures that fear 
change, repudiate “worldly 
possessions," have a mystical view 
of nature, and are fatalistic and 
pantheistic will suffer economic 
stagnation. A new world-view is 
needed if scientific and social 
education is to take root. 


While being despised and 
persecuted in almost every society 
for the past 2000 years the Jews 
have consistently risen to the top of 
the economic ladder. Despite 
pogroms and holocausts, they’ve 
experienced enduring financial 
success and prosperity. In less 
than 40 years they turned the 
desert of Palestine into a garden - 
something other cultures couldn't 
do in 1400 years. Why? Their 
minds were filled h visions that 
the world was theirs to inherit; 
and they believed they had the 
means to do it - God’s law. 


Four hundred years ago 
America was overpopulated. 
Despite the fact that only a few 
hundred thousand Indianslived in 
North America, thousands faced 
starvation every year. Though 
they had been here for more than 


two millennia, these cultures 
could barely survive. Today this 
same nation feeds 230 million of its 
own citizens, not to mention much 
of the world. The Puritans built 
this society on ethics and a proper 
faith, not subsidies and foreign 
aid. 


Germany; home to the 
Reformation, has bounced back 
from two disastrous wars this 
century to become an industrial 
giant. Despite the evils of its past 
governments. Germany has 
maintained an attitude toward 
labor and progress that is 
essentially Biblical. 


Now contrast the Soviet Union 
today. The Ukraine was once 
known as the bread Basket of 
Europe. Today Russia is one of the 
largest importers of grains in the 
world. Socialism, true to its 
nature, destroys capital as well as 
the people's motivation to produce. 
There might not be “poverty” but 
almost everyone stands in line for 
potatoes. People strive for 
mediocrity and are paid for it. 

Ethiopia suffers because of her 
faith. The arable land in the south 
of that nation can feed four times 
her present population, yet she 
knows nothing but famine. 
Ethiopia is a communist nation 


that has fought her ideological 
enemies by bombing their cities 
and farms. The drought is only 
aggravating the fruit of her social 
and economic rebellion. 

Important to 20th century 
humanism is a separation of a 
people’s faith from their 
conditions in life. The Biblical law 
of “invisible social capital” is the 
law of faith. As a man (or nation) 
thinks, sv *s he. The Pacer was 
right: “World hunger cannot be 
ended with food alone." In fact, no 
longer (physical or spiritual) can 
be satisfied with food alone, but 
“by every word that proceeds from 
the mouth of God.” 


God’s heart goes out to the 
Ethiopian child today no more 
than it did for the Cannanite child 
4000 years ago. But God’s pity, like 
His love, is not promiscuous. He 
hears the poor and oppressed 
when the scorched land will 
become a pool.” But these 
promises will only come to the 
"Third World” when they 
renounce their state worship 
(socialism) and their envy 
(blaming others for their plight), 
and conform to God and His 
Christ.

Pi Kappa Alpha finished first 
for the second consecutive year 
with a final score of 56 points. 
Kappa Alpha finished second at 54 
points and Alpha TauOmegawith 
46. Sigma Alpha Epsilon and Phi 
Sigma Kappa did not attend the 
event due to socials. 

The events of the day included 
the obstacle course, the keg throw, 
the five men-legged race, the keg 
shuttle, the softball hitting 
contest, the slow bicycle race and 
the thrilling one mile relay. 

Prior to the, events, athletes 
representing their respective 
fraternities had a seriousness 
about them. Some stretched while 
others gathered together in 
huddles discussing strategies to 
eliminate the tensions that were 
mounting. 


"We’ve been practicing for 
various events,” Scott Ammons, a 
KA representative said. “Some of 
us are trying to recover from the 
celebration from the night 
before." KA won All-Sing in the 
fraternity division the night 
before. 

Ray Bryant of ATO said, “It's a 
big deal; great competition. Even 
though the competitive spirit is 
high, we are really thankful to 
help an organization like Easter 
Seals.” Bryant said. 

The obstacle course consisted of 
running under a wooden hurdle, 
high-stepp'in through tires, 
vaulting over a plastic pool of 
water, shuffling in and out of 
cones, carrying a foamed dumby 
used for football drills, leaping 
over a high jump stand, and then 
hurdling two consecutive hurdles. 
ATO finished first with the Pikes 
and the KAs close behind. 

In the second competition which 
was the keg throw, the Pikes 
heaved the keg total distance of 33 
feet. 9 1/2 inches to win the event. 
KA and ATO finished in 
respective order. 


The five men-legged race saw 
five representatives from their 
respective fraternities taped at 
the shins with pre-tape and then 
durable duck tape. The race 
traveled 40 yards to a cone and 
back, and was won by the Pikes, 
who displayed awesome team- 
manship. The Pikes won with a 
time of 19.68 while KA finished 
second with a 26.05 and ATO 
finished third with atimeof31.40. 

The fourth event was the keg 
shuttle run. In this event, one team 
mate would run at the sound of a 
whistle or a motion of a flag, sprint 
down field, grab the keg. sprint 
back while carrying the keg and 
place the kegs on a designated 
spot. The fellow team mate was not 
allowed to go until the keg was 
resting flat on the ground. The 
Pikes sprinted to victory with a 
time of 45.66. 

The softball hitting contest was 
won by KA’s Scott Ammons. 

The most unusual event of the 
afternoon was the slow bicycle 
race. Unlike previous events, this 
event depended on how slow an 
individual could maintain his 


balance and remain within the 
previously established lines 
without falling off the 10-speed 
bicycle. ATO's Billy Davis won 
with a time of 1.35. KA finished 
second and the Pikes were 
disqualified. 

With the Pikes leading in the 
overall events, and the KAs and 
ATOs diligently seeking a victory, 
it made theonemile relay the most 
exciting event. The winner of this 
event would place first in the 
overall competition. 

Tensions were mounting and 
fans were cheering as the whistle 
blew to start the event. Pikes led 
early and never once looked back. 
By the second leg of the relay, 
which was run by former UTM 
receiver Trace Overton, the Pikes 
had almost increased their lead to 
50 yards. The Pikes did not let up 
for one second to win going away 
with a time of 3.41. The battle for 
second was heating-up but KA’s 
Gerald Ross convincingly held off 
ATO Andy Barnett for second 
place in the relay and for the 
overall competition.

Getting Sherlock right is not ‘elementary’

And now a few words on 
Sherlock Holmes... 

For some unfathomable reason, 
the HBO/Cinemax corporation 
has decided to import some truly 
atrocious Sherlock Holmes movies 
from England, apparently made 
for British TV. They star the 
totally inadequate Ian Richardson 
as Arthur Conan Doyle’s sleuth, 
and succeed in reminding us that 
even the British can make junky 
TV, Brideshead Revisited 
notwithstanding. They also 
reminded me of the vast range of 
performers who have attenipfedto 
portray Holmes over the years, 
with varying degrees of success. 

The popular conception of 
Sherlock Holmes is undoubtedly 
Basil Rathbone, who (with Nigel 
Bruce as loyal Dr. Watson) 
portrayed the detective in a series 
of films made during the late 30s, 
and 40s. The sheer number of 
films would have to account for 
some of this identification, but 
most of the credit goes to Rathbone 


himself. Physically identical to 
Doyle’s description, he exuded a 
sophisticated intelligence and 
British refinement that wasn’t the 
least bit effeminate. 

Noted character actor Peter 
Cushing (he of the Hammer 
Frankenstein series) tackled the 
role in the mid 60s replacing 
Rathbone's cold detachment with 
a warmth that made him more 
likable, but somehow less 
omnipotent. 

Nicol Williamson, in The 
Seven-Percent Solution, 
portrayed Sherlock Holmes as a 
cocaine addict who had to turn to 
Sigmund Freud (Alan Arkin) for 
help. Although not based on an 
actual Conan Doyle story, the yarn 
rang true, and Williamson's 
performance as the hyped-up 
Holmes-he spits our deductions, 
all completely accurate, like a 
machine gun--had a nice touch of 

self-parody, helped by Robert 
Duvall's performance as the stout 
Dr. Watson. The story worked as 
both an affectionate send-up of 


Doyle’s work, and as a dandy 
adventure of its own. 

Roger Moore, the current James 
Bond, played Holmes in a TV 
movie called Sherlock Holmes in 
New York. His interpretation 
-was in deadpan good fun, and had 
a physical touch missing from the 
more refined performances of the 
others. With scenery-chewing 
John Houston as his arch-enemy 
Professor Moriarty. and even a 
touch of romance (something 
Doyle staunchly decreed Holmes 
had no time for), the film settled 
for an in-joke tone that worked 
quite nicely. 

But the most intense interpreta¬ 
tion of Sherlock Holmes is 
undoubtedly found in a little- 
known film called Murder by 
Decree, directed by Bob 
(Porky's) Clark, of all people. Not 
only is the portrayal of Holmes 
top-rate, but the film as a whole 
captures the scary menace of 
Conan Doyle better than any of the 
previous incarnations.

Holmes is played by Christop¬ 
her Plummer, who at first seems 
too beefy for the part. But with 
James Mason as Dr. Watson 
supporting him, he becomes the 
kind of Holmes missing from the 
movies for too long-one who is a 
character, and not just an 
archtype. This Holmes is 
intelligent, wry and determined, 
as Holmes must be-but he is also 
impossible to predict, and as the 
story progresses (it concerns 
Holmes’ search for Jack the 
Ripper) Plummer gives the 
detective more shading and 
subtelty than anyone had ever 
attempted before: Gone is Holmes’ 
omnipotence, replaced instead by 
a very human-albeit lightning- 
fast-intellect that occasionally 
makes mistakes. 

Clark supports Plummer and 
Mason (who project a very 
believable, and very equal, 
friendship) with an all-star cast 
and stark, atmospheric photogra¬ 
phy that creates the Dovle milyiu 


of fog-shrouded London with 
absolute perfection. There is a real 
emotional punch to the mystery 
Holmes has to unravel, and Clark 
draws us into it with a skill he has 
seldom used since. 

Murder by Decree is worth 
seeking out on videotape, as are 
The Seven-Percent Solution and 
Rathbone's Hound of the 


Bakervilles and The Adventur¬ 
es of Sherlock Holmes. Every 
reader of Conan Doyle will come 
away with his or her own 
interpretation of the great 
detective, but there’s a lot of fun-- 
and a few surprises-to be found in 
watching the interpretations of 
others.

School. At Preston. Amero was 
student body president and 
president of the body representing 
all high school students in the 
Province of Ontario. 

Three days after sending a 
letter to UTM, Coach Bussard 
contacted Brian at his home. 
Amero, impressed with Bussard’s 
promptness and personality, chose 
UTM, 

Along with the success Blond 
and Amero have received 
throughout the year, life growing 
up in Canada playing tennis has 
not been a “bed of roses.” 

Brian Amero, at the age of 
twelve was struck by a car and 
suffered a broken leg. Prior to that 
time, he had not won a single 
tennis match.

Blond said, “The two of us 
clashed as we are fierce 
competitors, but as the year 
progressed, we combined our 
competitive attitudes as a team, 
and we now use it to win.” 

Amero agrees, “We were at the 
point that we wanted to win.”

cannot hold an office if the 
program in which he or she is 
participating requires that he 
or she spend a significant 
amount of time in an activity 
that would interfere with the 
duties or work of said office, 
i.e. student teaching, co-op 
work, internship. However, 
any candidate for office or 
officer may ask congress for an 
exception. Said candidate or 
officer must have a two-thirds 
vote of approval by congress to 
maintain his or her position. 

The present constitution does 
not allow for any exceptions 
with congressional approivaL 

Section 1.9: No more than 18 
hours may be attempted by an 
officer without two-thirds vote 
of approval by congress. 

This provision for exception 
is also not included in the 
present constitution. 


Section 1.10: The executive 
council shall formulate an 
annual budget which should be 
presented to congress the fifth 
week of fall quarter. This 
budget will be subject to a two- 
thirds vote of approval by 
congress. Major changes in the 
approved budget must also 
deceive a two-thirds vote of 
approval by congress. 

The present constitution does 
not require congressional 
approval for the budget and 
does not set a deadline for its 
completion. 

Section 2.2 The duties of the 
Student Government Associa¬ 
tion president shall be to: 

Section 2.2F: Recommend 
for appointment, within two 
weeks of his election, an 
attorney general, assistant 
attorney general, two 
executive assistants, an 
executive counselor, student 


defender, and chief justice, to 
be approved by a majority vote 
of congress. 

This proposal adds a two- 
week deadline to this section of 
the present constitution. 

Section 2.2M: Insure that all 
constituents' positions are 
represented in congress 

7 his is a new section to be 
added to the president's list of 
duties. 

Section S.2F will be deleted. 
This section gives the vice 
president the responsibility of 
scheduling calendar events and 


publishing the social calendar. 

Section 4.2: The duties of the 
secretary of affairs: 

Section 4.2G: Sending 
congress meeting minutes to 
the student newspaper and the 
student radio station each 
week.

Speaker wants return 
to standard values 


The shift of emphasis in higher 
education teaching to research is 
one of the primary causes of the 
current crisis in American 
education today, explained the 
president of Western New Mexico 
University at a speech given 
recently at UTM. 

Academic Speaker Dr. Mervyn 
Cadwallader presented his “Case 
for an Academic Counterrevolu¬ 
tion” and called for a return to the 
values proposed by the colonial 
colleges which sought to instruct 
the entire individual and not the 
narrow specialization proposed by 
many of the research “multiversi¬ 
ties" common today. 

“Our nation is indeed facing a 
crisis and education is part of the 
crisis. The weakest link in the 
education chain is not elementary 
and secondary education as many 
people would believe, but higher 
education and it is with higher 
education that our reforms need to 
start.” explained the historian/ 
sociologist. 

“We need to take a good, long 
look in the mirror and realize that 
many of the middle and smaller 
sized universities are following an 
inappropriate academic proces¬ 
sion in trying to emulate Harvard 
and other research institutions.” 

Cadwallader explained that the 
current emphasis on research 
began in 1819 when a Harvard 
professor discovered a new 
German University model and. 
over the next 70 years. 9.000 
American professors traveled to 
Germany so that the new model 
might be instituted in this 
country. This eventually gave rise 
to the popularity of graduate 
schools and the dominance of the 
research “multiversity” and left 
America, as the speaker 
explained, "facing Germany with 
the emphasis on special subjects 
and research, rather than 
England which focused on the 
education of the entire student.” 

“There is a fundamental 
incompatability between the 
collegiate model and the 
university model and educators 
must struggle to understand the 
different missions of each and see 
that one does not control the other. 
We must be able to insure a 
simultaneous and separate 
existence so that one does not 
distort or poison the other,” 
Cadwallader urged. 

“There is an anti-university/ 
procollege movement underway 
in this country and a surprising 
number oi noteworthy educators, 
such as Dr. Ernest Boyer, are in 
the forefront, along with 


innovative educational alterna¬ 
tives such as Antioch, Sarah 
Lawrence and St. Johns. There is 
evidence that the growth of this 
movement is being aided and 
abetted by educational reports 
pointing out the risk that 
American education appears to be 
in now.” 

Cadwallader said that the rise of 
the specialist along with the 
growth of the professional 
teaching ranks who are anxious to 
get rid of as much of their teaching 
load as possible and the negative 
controlling values in higher 
education today also contributed 
to the emphasis away from the 
colonial college mindset. 

“I call for the educational 
reformers to ground their ideas 
and work in the ideas of John 
Dewey and other American 
educational philosophers; to clear 
up any old doctrinal misunder¬ 
standings; to seek each other out 
and join forcers; to lead 
workshops, panel, whatever, to 
discuss the problems of higher 
education; and to educate the 
American public,” he concluded.
